Washington, November 14.—(Special.)}—Ex- 
Congressman Holman, of Indiana, the late 
watchdoy of the treasury, is a keen ob- 
server.

In an e&- 
haustive irterview this alternoon he ana- 
lyzes the cause of the democratic wreck. 
‘The trouble,’’ said the judge, “is admin- 
istration, not so much legislation. There 
has been nothing in the legislation since the 
fifty-first congress to excite public dissat- 
isfaction or cause distress,”’ 

The trouble began, he says, with tho 
senseless attempt of President Cleveland 
to restore Queen Lil on the Hawaiian 
throne. He goes on at length to point out 
the necessity for a vigorous foreign policy 
in the case of Cuba and Venezuela, 

“The American people are very strougly 
fixed in their views as to’ what our foreigui 
policy should be,” he said. ‘They insist 
upon great firmness and posiliveness i 
dealing with all matters relating to tne 
western hemisphere and they care very 
little about the concerns of the eastern 
hemisphere. Aside trom this question the 
increase of the public debt and the grcat 
dispropcrtion between the taxation and the 
amount of currency in circulation is uh- 
pcpular with the people. This is chielly 
a matter of administration, for our curren- 
cy laws do not differ greatly from those 
of France, where the circulation is larger 
in proportion to the population and the 
taxaticn less.

The water will be furnished by four large 
pumps at the new station on the Schuylkill 
designed and built for the purpose, and suf- 
ficient to pump 80,000,000 gallons of water 
each day, which is calculated as a sufficient 
supply for the district for years to come, 
but the works are so designed that addition- 
al engines can be built whenever they may 
be required.

The Colonization Society of Von Holst. 
From The Baltimore Sun. 

Considerable space is given in Bulletin 
No. 7 of the American Colonization Society 
to an article by J. J. Ormond Wilson de- 
monstrating the partisan and unreliable 
character of Von Holst’s “Constitutional 
History of the United States.” In an ef- 
fort to show that the project of colonizing 
Liberia with ex-slaves from the United 
States was a cunning device of the south 
to deceive northern philanthropists. Von 
Holst falsifies history and arouses the ire 
of friends of Liberia. The author of the 
alleged constitution history mentions ,the 
fact of his being ‘“‘a foreigner” as a reason 
why he has written with a “soberness of 
mind” an American could not possess, but 
Mr. Wilson notes that Von Holst, in speak- 
ing of the motives and character of the 
men who founded and have maintained the 
society, uses such “terms as “hypocrisy,” 
“falsehood,” “swindle,” “farcical,’”’ ‘‘Don 
Quixotic,” “bait,” etc. Mr. Wilson then 
proceeds to show that Von Holst’s ‘‘his- 
tory’’ is not a safe and reliable guide for 
the student of American institutions, The 
Colonization Society did not, says Mr. Wil- 
son, originate “in thé slave states,” as Von 
Holst states. The idea was first conceived 
in 1773 by Rev. Samuel Hopkins and Rev. 
Ezra Stiles, of Rhode Island, and the so-

At right tackle, Kent is doing some fine 
work for the team. He is without doubt 
one of the best men in the line, and in 
the interference does good blocking for the 
runner.

He has done good work 
in all four games, but was especially quick 
in breaking through Tuscaloosa’s line. 

Killorin and Ferrell, at right end, are 
both quick at tackling, but rather light, 
compared to the rest of the line. Killorin 
has a slight advantage over Ferrell in 
breaking into the interference to tackle, 
while Ferrell is the faster of the two with 
the ball. In the second North Carolina 
game the tackling of Killorin was phenom- 
enal, allowing only one gain around his end 
during the entire game. 

Left Guard Connally has made a fine 
showing for a man of his weight. The fact 
that he weighs only 165 pounds works 
against him to a large extent, yet he has 
held his position so far with two men much 
heavier than himself working for it. His 
form in the first North Carolina game, with 
Collier as his opponent, was very good. 

Price, at left tackle, is far ahead of any 
one in the line as an all-round football 
man. 
south today, and this is only his second 
year in the game. In both games with 
North Carolina he broke through his op- 
ponent with ease and proved very destruc- 
tive to tar-heel interference. 

At left end, Clarke is tackling well, 
runs hard when given the ball. He i 
played in only two of the four games 
season, but is in very good condition. 
the second North Carolina game his tackling 
was poor, because the interference was not 
broken up for him; but against Tuscaloosa 
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he tackled with his old form of last year, 
and made two brilliant runs of forty-five 
and thirty yards each. 

Barrow, at quarter-back, is interfering 
well and breaking through at a time for 
an opportune tackle. In the last North 
Carolina game he fumbled a pass to Nally 
at a critical moment that gave North Caro- 
lina a touch-down. Against Tuscaloosa he 
played a steady game, making a forty- 
yard run in the first half. 

Right half-back Morris is the star of the 
team back of the line. His work in break- 
ing up interference was especiaily good 
against North Carolina. On account of an 
injury received from a fall in the last game 
with North Carolina, he was unable to 
play in Columbus. 

Pomeroy, at rmght half-back, played the 
best football back of the line against Tus- 
caloosa. He is a hard runner with the ball,

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UNDER MOODY'S ROOF 


More Than Four Thousand People Were 
Out Last Night. 


BACKSLIDERS COME BACK 


Mr. Moody Makes a Strong Plea for 
Active Work on the Part of 
Christian People. 


Over four thousand people gathered to 
hear Mr. Moody last night. 

The evangelist preached a mignificent 
discourse. He declared’ that a pivotal 
point had been reached in the progress of 
the meetings and that a word for or 
against them would be prolific of vast 


‘harm or good. He urged every one pres- 


ent to take a bold stand and to speak a 
good word for the meetings. 


A Woman’s Influence. 


“I was preaching in the north of Eng- 
land some years ago,” said Mr. Moody, 
“and there was a Quaker lady present 
who had never been in any service out- 
side of the Quaker meeting house. She 
had lost a child and was very lonely, and 
one day she thought she would drop into 
one of the public lectures. That day it 
happened to be ‘Upon Heaven’ and it was 
balm to her soul. She went home and 
told her husband and insisted upon his 
bringing her out in the evening. She had 
@ nephew and a brother staying ‘with her 
and they all four came to the meeting that 
night. It happened to be in the Free Meth- 
odist church, and if you know anything 
about the Free Methodists you know they 
are about the noisiest crowd there is. It 
was a strange place for Quakers to be. 
That night I was talking about conver- 
sion and while she was taken up with the 
sermon, the men were carried away by 
the noise and confusion. On the way 
home the brother and nephew were right 
behind her, and she heard them making 
all manner of sport of the meeting. When 
they reached home she went up stairs to 
take off her things. Before going down to 
Supper, the thought occurred to her that 
the salvation of those two men might de- 
pend upon her attitude when she went 
to the supper table. She came down and 
the moment they sat down they began to 
make all manner of sport of the meeting. 
‘Well,’ she said, ‘of course we are Quakars 
or Friends. We are not used to that sort 
of thing. It is new tous, but it may be 
these people get a great deal of good from 
them. One thing is certain. E got 
a& great deal of good myself, and 
if there is anything like conver- 
sion I have been converted.’ She began to 
talk of Christ. The brother and nephew 
had tickets for the theater the next night 
but she persuaded them to go to the 
meeting. That brother was going down 
through the influence of strong drink, 
and was converted. The nephew belonged 
to one of the old families, and he had 
come to learn a trade. He expected to 
take charge of a large business. He had a 


great deal of influence with the working | 


men of a large industry there, and he was 
converted. One day he came with a roll 
of names that would go clear across this 
hall, asking me to speak to the working 
men of the place. That great work in 
1843 was the result of that meeting. They 
packed the church with working men, 
and the fire of God broke out among them 


| and swept on for two years. This was the 


result of that woman’s taking the attitude 
She did.”’ 


Converted at Revivals. 


Mr. Moody declared that the great ma- 
jority of Christians were converted during 
revival meetings. 

“There was one place where I went to 
hold meetings, and a young minister took 
& very active part in the work. One day 
one of his members came to him and said: 
“If you are going to hold your position in 
the church you have got to very cautious 
about the stand you take.’ He went to the 
church roll and took off the rames of those 
who had been converted during revivais and 
he found that four-fifths of them had been 
brought to Christ during such times. I want 
to say that the heartiest and strongest 
Christians come out of revivals, and great 
awakenings, and that is what we want in 
Atlanta. You want a revival in business, 
in your bonds and stocks. You would like 
to see them go up 25 or 50 per cent, but I 
tell you we need a breath of revival in 
Christianity. May God show it to us. I 
believe that is what we will get if we are 
dead in earnest. 

“There was one place where we went to 
hold meetings and it was given out in the 
papers that we were going to stay thirty 
days. Now there was a lady who was a 
member of one of the churches, and she 
said: ‘I don’t want my boy brought under 
the influence of those meetings. I am 
afraid that he will be brought into the 
Young Men’s Christian Association and 
they will have him on the streets with 
tracts, and it would be very mortifying to 
me to have my son doing such a thing as 
that.” She was ambitious for her boy. She 
wanted to get him into the bon-ton society, 
as we call it. So she planned to take her 
only boy out of the city to be gone for those 
thirty days. She told her pastor why she 
had taken him. I knew nothing about it. 
The meeting went on and just at my right 
hand saf that minister, from the beginning 
to the end, until the last meeting, when he 
was absent. Just as the benediction was 
pronounced and the people were crowding 
out he came rushing in and said he was 
so sorry he had not been there. ‘I have 
just been called on one of the saddest er- 
rands of my life.’ He told me that that 
woman who had taken her son away from 
the influence of those meetings had brought 
him back that day in his coffin. and he had 
just come from the funeral, That mother 
to her dving day never forgave herself.” 


‘“‘Backsliders, Come Back!”’ 


‘Now I am talking to those who have 
really been born of the spirit, born from 
above, and wandered back into the old 
life. I want to say that the most tender, 
affectionate words in this Bibie have been 
said to backsliders. I believe the most 
wretched man or woman on the face of 
this earth is a man or woman that has 
tasted these gifts and then gone back to 
the beggarly elements of the world. If 
you have ever known Jesus, this old world 
will never satisfy you. The fact is, when 
God made your heart He made it a little 
too big for this world. If you have had 
a taste of the world to come this old world 
will never satisfy you. The Lord wants 
you to come back. I want to say here to- 
day that there is not a wanderer from God 
that He doesn’t want to come back. You 
will notice that in the second chapter of 
Jeremiah, fifth verse, the Lord makes it a 
personal question. 

“Now there is one thing a t a back- 
slider—he is always finding ult with 
church members.¢ If @ man goes wrong, 
he thinks the minister, the church and all 
the members are wrong. Why? Because 
he looks through wrong eyes. Everything 
is just painted in that way to him. Now 
the Lord comes and says: ‘What iniquity 
have you found in me?’ I want to say to 
every backslider that God is the same that 
He ever was. He loves you just as muc®. 
He hates your backsliding, but still He 
loves you. You can find lots of iniquity 
in church members, but I tell you it is 
mighty poor business to live on the fail- 
ings of other people. You will find you 
have as many yourself as you can take 
eare of. Jeremiah, ii, 13: ‘For my people 
have committed two evils; they have for- 
saken me, the fountain of living waters, 
and hewn them out cisterns, broken cis- 
terns, that can hold no water.’ Now notice 
that they leff Him. That is the charge 
that God brings against them. You have 
left Him, not He has left you. 

“Some think God has left them. Never! 
You have left Him. Do you want to 
know how to get back? Just take up the 
work where you left off. What did you 
dg when you first came to the rd? Re- 
pented of your sins and turned to God. 
Just do as you did at first. Turn back to 
God, and if you do He will have mercy 
upon you and forgive you. Just let your

It is, more- 
over, a death trap, and the lives of federal 
prisoners who are’merely incarcerated for 
moonshining ought not to be jeoparded. 
The criminal business has increased enough 
in this district to warrant a government

An invitation was received from the gov- 
ernor gshing that the members of the 
legislature and their families attend the re- 
ception given last night in honor of the 
go0vernors of Pennsylvania, Massachusctts 
and New Jersey ‘at the governor’s man- 
sion.

In the Senate. 

The greater part of yesterday’s session 
of the senate was taken up with the Dod- 
S0n insurarce bill, providing that all in. 
surance companies issuing policies on prop- 
erty in this state shall pay to their policy- 
holders the full amount of loss sustaincd 
on the property ingured by them; provided 
said arount of loss does not exceed the 
amcunt of insurance expressed in the poli- 
cy and that all stipulations in said policy 
to the contrary shall be null and void; 
provided that in cases of loss of stocks of 
goods and merchandise and other species of 
personal property changing in specifics and 
quantity by the usual customs of trade, 
only the actual value of the property at 
the time of the loss can be recovered. The 
discussion was quite heated on this pill, 
several of the members speaking on its 
merits. It was finally passed by a vote of 
27 to 5. 

‘A bill was introduced by Senator Little 
to move the experiment station at Griffin 
to the agricultural college at Athens. This 
makes it seem that the Athens people are 
retaliating. There will be considerable 
fighting on this bill. 

Senator Sheppard introduced a bill in the 
senate yesterday to amend, revise and 
consolidate the military laws of this state: 
to declare what military laws are not of 
force. The military laws of this state have 
needed revision for some time and this is 
a step in the right directicn, if it is passed. 

The bill by Senator Starr to deiine the 
rights and privileges of foreign guardians 
and trustees passed the senate yesterday. 

Also the bill by Senator Bush to amend

The bill to move the Agricultural and 
Mechanical college from Atlanta to Griffin 
was taken up by the committee of agricul- 
ture yesterday afternoon and it was urged 
by a two-thirds vote that they report the 
bill back to the house with the recommend- 
ation that it do not pass.

The Son of Indiana’s Governor Succumbs 
to Typhoid Fever. 


HE CAME HERE A SICK MAN 


Was in Charge of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution’s Exhibit at the Ex- 
position.

Stricken down in the morning flush of his 
young manhood, Mr. Renick 8S. Matthews, 
the only son of Governor Claude Matthews, 
of Indiana, passed away at the residence of 
Mr. A. B. Bostick, 41 Courtland street, last 
night at 7:30 o’clock. 

Death came peacefully and the brave 
young sleeper closed his eyes as calmly as 
a child. 

Governor Matthews is expected to reach 
the city this afternoon. A telegram was 
sent to him at Indianapolis as soon as the 
condition of his son was realized by Mrs. 
Matthews, who has been constantly at his 
bedside for the last ten days. 

Governor Matthews’s Visit Recalled. 

The sympathy of hundreds of friends in 
Atianta will go out te Governor and Mrs. 
Matthews in the sad affliction which has 
come upon them in the death of their prome- 
ising and brilliant son. 

Mr. Matthews came to Atlanta on Sep- 
témber 14th. He came as a membér of the 
scientific staff of the National museum of 
Washington city, to take charge of the ex- 
hibit of the Smithsonian institution. He 
was not perfectly well by any means, but in 
the feverish excitement of his work he 
lost sight of his bodily complaints and took 
little note of his troubles. He thought he 
would soon be all right and his buoyant 
spirits for a while prevailed over the steady 
encroachments of disease which had al- 
ready laid its fatal touch upon his system. 

Naturally of a strong and robust —— 
tution he felt himself equal to any exertion, 
but constant application to his books in a 
zeal for knowledge which carried him be- 
yond the limits of his strength; and steady 
work in behalf of the institution whose 
interests were committed to his charge, 
soon accomplished the fetal work of un- 
dermining his health, He went about his 
work with a brave heart and after install- 
ing the exhibit undertook the responsible 
duties which grew out of it. About four 
weeks ago he reached the point of exhaus- 
tion. He realizd that he was totaily una- 
ble to perform his duties and that medical 
attention was needed to rstore him to his 
usual health. 

Every attention was shown him by the 


-inmates of the Bostwick home and nothing 


that loving hands could do for him was 
denied. About two weeks ago Mr, and 
Mrs. Matthews came to Atlanta, They 
were both delighted to find the condition 
of their son improved and had every reason 
to believe that he would speedily recover. 

Ofticial duties necessitated the return cof 
Governor Matthews to Indianapolis. Mrs. 
Matthews, however, decided to remain wiih 
her son and to watch lovingly at his bed- 
side until every dangerous symptom had 
disappeared. The governor left the city a 
few days ago expecting to return to At- 
lanta in two weeks aud carry his wife and 
son back to Indiana, His second visit to 
Atlanta wiil be a sad one and far different 
from the one which he anticipated. 

A sudden change for the worse tovuk 
place in the condition of the young man 
yesterday at noon. It was then realized 
that his case was hopeless and that medical 
skill could accompiish nothing beyona a 
temporary relief of his sufferings. His phy- 
sicians were Drs. McRae, Baird, Nicholson 
and Kennedy. 

Mr. Matthews continued to sink until 
7:30 o’clock, when his eyes were peacefully 
closed in deuth 

The arrangements for the funeral will 
not be completed until after the arrival of 
Governor Matthews. Mr. H. M. Patierson, 
the undertaker, will prepare the body for 
burial and the remains will be taken to 
Indianapolis in all probability tomorrow 
morning. 


Mr. Matthews was twenty-three years 014" 


at the time of his death. He was born at 
Clinton, Ind., and received his education 
at the schools of that place and also at 
Terre Haute. He was a young man of bril- 
liant natural endowments and had a bright 
future before him in life. 


DR. BRANHAM DEAD. 


An Aged and Eminent Divine Passes 
Away at Kirkwood. 


Rev. Dr. I. R.. Branham, one of the best 
known ministers of the Baptist church 
throughout the south, died this morning at 
1 o’clock at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Charles Lane, in Kirkwood. 

Dr. Branham was seventy years ol, 
and as an educator and a ministerigl 
worker, as well as a theological writer, 
made a reputation throughout the south. 


He was born at Eatonton, Ga., in 1525, ; 


and was a son of Dr. Joel Branham, his 
mother being a sister of Hon. Mark A. 
Ccoper. Dr. Branham was a member of 
the first freshman class of Mercer uni- 
versity when that institution of learning 
was located at Penfield. He went to 
Emory college at Oxford through the in- 
fluence of Judge Longstreet, and was 
graduated from that school in 1847. He 
married Miss Julia Iverson, oldest daughter 
of Hon. Alfred Iverson, once United States 
senator from Georgia 

Dr. Branham was for many years a dis- 
tinguished educator in Georgia, and many 
of the noble women throughout the south 
were educated by him. 

He was ordained to the Baptist ministry 
at Madison, Ga., in 1869. For several years 
he edited The Christian Index, of Atlanta, 
his last work on that paper being done 
about the middle of June last, he dictating 
his last editorial to his wife. 

Dr. Branham has been in failing health 
for several years, and has been confined 
io his bed almost entirely fer the last 
year. His death, though not unexpected, 
will prove a_ sad blow to his friends 
throughout the state. His wife and six 
children have been with him for the last 
two weeks and were at the bedside when 
he breathed his last. His children are: 
Mrs. Charles Lane, of Kirkwood; Mrs. 
Manning Pool, of Houston county; Mr. A. 
I. Branham, of Brunswick; Mrs. L. G. 
Walker, of Chattanooga; Mr. I. R. Bran- 
ham, Jr., of Atlanta, and Mr. R. L. Bran- 
ham, of Brunswick. 

Dr. Branham was a brother of Hon. Joel 
Branham, of Rome; Mrs. Alfred Iverson, of 
Kissimee, Fla., and Mrs. Samuel Dunlap, 
of this city. His remains will be interred 
at Forsyth: 

Dr. Branham was the first captain of the 
Putnam Rifles, of Eatonton, and was also 
captain of the Macon Volunteers.
